Raymond  J.  LeMay  Retires 
1963-1997 


After  being  in  the  Grafton  School  system  since  1963,  Principal  Raymond  J.  LeMay  retired  in  July  1997.  Mr.  LeMay  spent 
his  earliest  years  in  Grafton,  but  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Salem,  Massachusettts,  when  he  was  eight  years  old.  He  attended 
St.  John's  Prep  in  Danvers,  Mass.,  where  he  played  football  and  hockey.  He  continued  his  athletic  interests  in  football,  hockey, 
and  lacrosse  at  UMass- Amherst  from  which  he  graduated  in  1954. 

Working  initially  in  the  banking  and  lending  field  (1954-1962),  Mr.  LeMay  accepted  his  first  teaching  assignment  in 
September  1963  at  Grafton  High  School.  Originally  hired  to  teach  English  and  mathematics,  Mr.  LeMay  actually  ended  up 
teaching  math,  science,  business,  and  driver  training.  Additionally,  he  coached  football  and  track  and  served  as  the  advisor  to 
several  classes,  ski  club,  and  the  Foreign  Exchange  Student  Program.  While  teaching,  coaching,  and  advising,  Mr.  LeMay  also 
had  part-time  employment  as  "Man-In-Charge"at  Friendly's  and  as  a  security  guard  at  Wyman-Gordon  Co.  During  his  years  at 
Grafton  High  School  he  also  taught  a  course  at  Worcester  State  College. 

After  his  return  to  Grafton  in  1954,  he  wed  a  home-town  girl,  Mary,  in  1955.  Their  decision  to  remain  in  Grafton  and  to 
raise  their  family  in  a  small  suburban  town  was  based  on  the  "low-keyed,  friendly,  and  caring  attitude  prevalent  in  the  town." 

As  his  family  grew  and  his  educational  career  expanded,  Mr.  LeMay  became  involved  in  numerous  coaching  activities. 
Some  of  these  were:  St.  James  CYC  Basketball  ('56-'58);  Babe  Ruth  Baseball  League  ('59-'62);  Little  League  Baseball  ('64-'72, 
winning  six  championships  in  eight  years);  Grafton  Youth  Hocket  (founder  and  coach,  '65-'67;  president  and  coach,  '65-'72); 
GHS  Football  (Head  Coach  '61-67,  with  SWCL  Championship  in  '66);  Boys  Track  ('62-'67);  Assumption  College  Hockey  (Head 
Coach,  '72-'75);  and  GHS  Hockey  ('76-'83). 

In  May  1965  at  the  encouragement  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold  Andrews,  Mr.  LeMay  entered  the  field  of 
administration.  He  was  recruited  to  work  as  part-time  Assistant  Principal  at  GHS.  The  superintendents  with  whom  he  has 
worked  during  his  career  in  Grafton  include  Harry  Hilyard,  Robert  Guinn,  Anthony  Muscente,  George  Sommers,  Kenneth 
Grew,  William  Compton,  and  Gail  Rowe.  He  became  principal  of  the  high  school  in  August  1976. 

For  his  unwavering  dedication  and  outstanding  leadership,  Mr.  LeMay  has  received  many  awards  and  signs  of  recogni- 
tion. Some  of  these  are:  yearbook  dedications  in  1968  and  1972,  Central  Mass.  Principal  of  the  Year  for  1992-93,  President  of  the 
Central  Massachusetts  Athletic  Committee  ('93-'96),  and  the  Joseph  R.  Mewhiney  Chapter/National  Football  Foundation  and 
College  Hall  of  Fame  Award  For  Distinguished  Service  to  football  in  1996. 

When  asked  to  name  a  few  of  the  accomplishments  and  contributions  of  which  he  is  most  proud,  Mr.  LeMay  responded, 
"Being  a  founder  of  the  Grafton  Sideline  Club,  hiring  GHS  staff,  and  working  with  staff  to  develop  excellent  curriculum." 

Mr.  LeMay  and  his  wife  Mary  continue  to  live  in  Grafton,  where  they  enjoy  the  company  of  their  four  sons  and  five 
grandchildren.  33

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Jean  Baptiste  Poquelin,  known  by  his  stage  name  "Moliere,"  is 
considered  to  have  been  one  of  the  greatest  comic  playwrights  of  all  time. 
Moliere's  plays,  written  during  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV,  drew  their  life  from 
his  observations  of  humankind,  and  at  one  time  or  another  those  who  were 
guilty  of  folly  found  themselves  the  subject  of  Moliere's  wit. 

Tartuffe  is  the  story  of  a  swindler  who  gains  power  over  his 
victims  by  posing  as  a  holy  man.  He  has  insinuated  himself  into  the 
household  of  Orgon,  a  wealthy  landowner.  Orgon's  family  and  servants 
(except  for  his  mother)  all  see  through  Tartuffe's  scheming,  but  to  no  avail. 
Orgon,  finally  incensed  by  what  he  perceives  as  his  family's  envy  for  the 
"brotherhood"  he  shares  with  Tartuffe,  disinherits  his  own  son  and 
promises  to  marry  his  daughter  to  the  "holy  man."  In  a  crowning  act  of 
folly,  he  also  transfers  the  deed  and  title  to  his  home  to  the  imposter. 
Orgon  eventually  sees  the  light  when  he  witnesses  the  attempted  seduc- 
tion of  his  wife  byTartuffe,  but  by  then  the  deeds  have  been  drawn,  the 
title  signed  over,  and  it's  too  late  ...  or  is  it?
